The new organization will be di- 
vided into two sections, one for “‘pres- 
ervation of the faith, in addition to 
the organization now devoted to that 
work and bearing that name instituted 
by Pope Leo XIII, which will extend 
its operations.” 

The second section will be devoted 
to providing more churches wherever 
needed, reorganizing parishes, regroup- 
ing parishioners, the demolition of old 
and unsuitable church edifices, and 
th: question of dealing with the civil

Prominent Amarillo M an 
Tells Police of Fixing 
Death Trap. 


STINNETT, Texas, Aug. 7.—(?)— 
Requesting that he hc hurried 
“through to the electric chair,” A. D. 
Payne, Amarillo, Texas, attorney, to- 
day was said by officers . have con- 
fessed he -‘aced three sticks of dy- 
namite in his automobile, their explo- 
sion killing his wife and maiming 
his ‘nine-year-old son.

Payne, who is the father of three 
children, declared his ene great re- 
gret was that he did not’ have a 
chance to commit suicide before he 
was arrested. He snid he had made} 
two plans to kill himself in such a 
w.y that his death would appear an 
accident. 

“I wanted my children to collect 
the full insurance 1 cerry,” he was 
quoted as saying. “i have about 
$40,000 on my life, counting the 
double indemnity they would get if I 
were killed accidentally. I have done 
the children a great wrong and the 
only thing I can do for them is to let 
them have what insurance I can.” 


Payne, according to siayor Ernest 
O. Thompson, of Amarillo, today de- 
tailed his plans for doing away with 
his wife and. reveale! a plot to kill 
her with a charge from a shotgun 
three months before she finally perish- 
ed in the explosion that dismembered 
her body. 

Three sticks of dynamite, it was 
said, were in an open container with 
water and phosphorus placed under 
the driver's seat of the family auto- 
mobile. Payne then left the car for 
his wife and walked to his office. He 
said he knew that when the water 
splashed out, the phos;horus would 
ignite and set the explosive off. 

He also was quoted as admitting 
placing a loaded shotgun in a closet 
of his home in such marner it would 
go off when his wife opened the door. 
The gun was discharged but Mrs. 
Payne escaped with only minor 
wounds on one hand. Payne has prac- 
ticed law in Amarillo for about six 
years, studying during spare momehts 
while attending the West Texas State | 
Teachers’ College at Cunyon. where | 
he met Miss Exa Johnson, his wife.

Messina’s 


Wonder. 


Messina, the Sicilian city, is grad- 
ually struggling back to its former 
prosperous condition, so sadly inter- 
rupted by the earthquake of 1908, Re- 
building, delayed by the war, is now 


proceeding apace. Attention is being 
turned to the erection of a new cam- 
panile. In view of possible seismic 
movements in the future, a London 
paper reports, the tower is to be of 
reinforced concrete and not over 140 | 
feet in height. Thanks to the public 
spirit and generosity of. the arch- 
bishop of Messina, it is to be com- 
pleted -by the finest turret clock in 
the world, with elaborate and com- 
plicated mecha~ism surpassing that 
of the hitherto unrivalled Strasburg 
clock. The inhabitants of Messina 
will be provided, literally at every 
hour of the day, with amusement, in- 
struction and edification. The tower 
will be crowned by a bronze lion ram- 
pant—the heraldic emblem of Mes- 
sina—holding the city flag in its 
front‘ paws. At midday the lion will 
wag its tail, wave the flag, and emit 
realistic roars. Below the lion a 
bronze cock will crow three times a 
day, to greet sunrise, noon and sun- 
set. On either side of these central 
emblems, within arched recesses, are 
the bells on which the hours will be 
struck alternately by two small fig- 
ures. representing the legendary hero- 
ines of Messina, Dina and Clarenza, 
who saved the city from being sacked 
by the French in 1282 by giving the 
alarm of the enemy’s approach. On 
each of the four sides of the tower 
will be a luminous dial eight feet in 
diameter, displaying the phases of 
the moon, the nfovement of the plan- 
ets around the sun find a perpetual 
ealendar with every detail of days, 
months and years. Below the clock 
face will be a kind of little stage on 
which a series of movable symbolical 


figures will represent the days of the 
week, the four ages of man, and four 
scenes from the New ‘Testament, 
which will replace one another ac- 
cording to the period of the ecclesi- 
astical year. Thus the Adoration of 
the Magi will be shown at intervals 
until Easter; the Resurrection will 
then be enacted until Whitsunday, 
when the Descent of the Holy Spirit 
will continue until the approach of 
Christmas brings the Nativity. The 
machinery for what may almost be 
called this turret-cinema is being 
made by a special firm of clockmak- 
ers in Alsace.

“From 1776 to 1862,” he contin- 
ued, “all appropriations used to 
found colleges and universities were 
for the benefit of the aristocracy. It 
was for the purpose of counteracting 
this class system that the so-called 
‘moral act of 1862’ was passed, pro- 
viding for the teaching of the neg- 
lected subjects of agriculture and me- 
chanics—or the vocational education 
idea.” _ Now, he said, the college and 
the university, as well as high schools, 
have changed from the ideal of class 
education to that of mass education, 
with the result that America at pres-

tion.” 

“Not a leveling from the top to 
the bottom,” he explained, “but a sys- 
tem that levels from the bottom only. 
The curriculum of public schools of 
America today is representing life 
as it is lived. Today public schools 
are great instruments of society for 


fitting our youth harmoniously and in- T 


telligently into public life.” Not 
since the thirteenth century, he as- 
serted, has the desire for learning 
sO approached mass movement. 

Dean Sanford severely rapped the 
present system of education adminis- 
tration in Georgia, characterizing it 
as “nefarious.” He criticized it ‘as 
an evil having its improper inception 
in the elective method of choosing a 
state head of education, contending 
that the only proper method was for 
the public school system of the state 
to be controlled under the strict su- 
pervision and direction of a board of 
education. 

More Power Needed. 

“Georgia today needs a board of 
education with the power and the 
responsibility to conduct a thorough, 
efficient school system in the state,” 
he said. “No county should be per- 
mitted to spend a cent of school ap- 
propriations unless it has first been 
minutely scrutinized by a board of 
education that has thorough knowledge 
of its needs and its affairs.” 

In her address Mrs. Hankinson re- 
ferred to the custom of the school 
teachers of the “old school” who made 
it their business to inquire into the 
environmental life of their pupils, and 
made a plea for closer connection be- 
tween teachers and parents, She like- 
wise paid ardent tribute to Mr. Sut- 
ton’s workin public school affairs, and 
declared that in her opinion “his one 
greatest contribution was that shown 
by his keen interest in child health.” 

“When Mr. Sutton’s ideals have 
been spread over the nation,” she 
said, “they can not but rebound with 
glory to our state.” 

Major Guinn’s tribute to the guest 
of honor was ringing in terms of ad- 
miration..

Reginald McKenna, former chan- 
cellor of the British exchequer, now 
head of England’s largest bank, The 
Midland, challenges the position that 
the central banks of the world have 
little.or nothing to do with the ruin- 
ous price declines of the last few 
years. He believes they have had a 
great deal to do with 

“The world is staggering under the 

ressure of deflation, largely because 
ritain has pursued a_ restrictive 
money policy,” says Mr. McKenna. 
“The regular expansion of money sup- 
plies which must be undertaken, if 
trade is to be active and the price 
level stable, has not been permitted ; 
as a consequence, British prices, and 
with them the world level of prices, 
have tended steadily downward.” — 

Sir Josiah Stamp, British industrial 
leader and a member of the board 
of the Bank of England, takes much 
the same position. : 

“World bankers meet and decide 
on policies—the Young plan, for ex- 
ample. Much of the work is involved 
and technical. But it doesn’t mean 
a thing unless the world price level 
stops dropping. 

If world prices drop another 20 
points, not only will Germany not be 
able to pay her reparations, but it 
is very questionable whether Great 
Britain could continue to pay her ob- 
ligations to the United States. And 
yet, it’s a subject that very few 
ple have given any study at all,” 

In these words this British econo- 
mist spoke frankly to this writer. Ev- 
ery student of world finance knows 
that there has been a great deal of 
money fluctuations in the last few 
years due to manipulation and not to 
naturai causes. $ ; 

In these times such manipulations 
are inexcusable, as they do 
the ruination an bankruptcy 
thousands of firms and individuals. 

The national industrial conference 
board in a recent analysis shows that 
from 1920 to 1928 the number of 
kilowatt hours of electricity generated 
increased over 100 per cent, the per 
capita increase being almost 80 per 
cent.

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—The first all-Americna football eleven was 
selected by Walter Camp in #4889 for a magazine conducted by Caspar 
Whitney. The magazine died, but the All-American thing lived.

When Stagg wasn’t playing football, he generally was 
playing baseball, and was one of the greatest pitchers in college history.

As these seasons have passed, Stagg’s requirements for eligibility 
on teams he coached never have changed.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Aug. 
7.—(/)—General Vincente Tosta, min- 
ister of the interior and justice and 
former provisional president of the 
republic of Honduras, died today after 
a short illness? He was 53 years old. 

General Tosta was ong of the most 
conspicuous figures in Latin-American 
military circles and considered one of 
the best generals in Central America. 
He led successfully a revolution in 
1919, and another one against the 
Gutierrez dictatorial government in 
1924. 

He was appointed provisional pres- 
ident of Honduras by a commission 
meeting on board the United States 
cruiser Milyvaukee.
